OBAMA KEEPS PRESSURE ON AS SENATE PASSES STIMULUS BILL

FT. MYERS, Fla. Pressuring Congress by the 
day, President Obama on Tuesday hailed the 
news that the Senate had passed its economic 
stimulus bill but cautioned that tough nego- 
tiations on a final deal remain. He said hurt- 
ing Americans “need action, and they need it 
now.” 

The president interrupted his own town- 
hall event to announce the Senate’s move, 
prompting people in the audience to jump to 
their feet in joy. 

“That’s good news,” Obama said. “And I 
want to thank all the members of the Senate 
who moved the process forward. We’ve still 
got to get the House bill and the Senate bill 
to match up before it gets sent to my desk, 
so we've got a little more work to do over the 
next couple of days, but it’s a good start.” 

Obama’s latest sales pitch for an economic 
stimulus package came on a day of major devel- 
opments. Beyond the movements on Capitol

Hill, Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner 
announced a sweeping plan to rescue the 
nation’s banking sector—an ongoing bailout 
that also relies on the wallets of taxpayers. 

The new president went so far as to tie the 
fate of an economy recovery to his own politi- 
cal future. 

“T expect to be judged by results,” he said. 
“You know, I’m not going to make any excus- 
es. If stuff hasn’t worked and people don't feel 
like I’ve led the country in the right direction, 
then you'll have a new president.” 

The Senate, with support from just three 
Republicans, passed an $838 billion stimulus 
bill, and now House and Senate negotiators 
will have to work out the final details. More 
than just process, those talks pose great uncer- 
tainty because lawmakers from both chambers 
are holding tight over key differences. 

The Senate’s vote came right in the middle 
of Obama’s town-hall event in Fort Myers, a 
Florida community reeling from home fore-

closures and job losses. Obama joked that sena- 
tors advanced their plan because they knew he 
was coming to Florida. He said: “They didn’t 
want folks in Fort Myers to be mad.” 

Fresh off a prime-time news conference, 
Obama lobbied Congress hard in a comfort- 
able out-of-town setting. 

Obama thanked Republican Gov. Charlie 
Crist, who introduced him, saying: “When 
the town is burning, you don’t check party 
labels. Everybody needs to grab a hose.” 

Still, buoyed by his own popularity and the 
nation’s desire for help, Obama clearly used 
the stage to put pressure on Republican law- 
makers. 

His more subtle message, delivered through 
his choice of hard-hit but GOP-leaning locales 
and in the kind of sarcastic barbs he lobbed at 
Republicans in his prime-time news confer- 
ence, was a nakedly political one: Republicans 
may well pay in voting booths for ignoring the 
president’s call to pass the stimulus. 


Ticket 
masters 
want 
merger

LOS ANGELES Two of the biggest forces 
in the entertainment business are join- 
ing up. 

Concert promoter Live Nation 
and ticketing giant Ticketmaster said 
Tuesday morning that they plan an all- 
stock merger of equals. The combined 
company will be called Live Nation 
Entertainment. 

“Being able to put Live Nation and 
Ticketmaster into an equal partnership 
will allow the companies to get through 
this difficult period and be able to 
expand live entertainment options 
to audiences throughout the world,” 
Ticketmaster Chairman Barry Diller 
said in a statement. 

But regulatory experts have said 
the deal could be delayed by an anti- 
trust review because of the companies’ 
dominant role in the entertainment 
business. The merger could draw close 
scrutiny from regulators wary of the 
company building a concert industry 
monopoly. 

On the other hand, the deal could 
end up benefiting concertgoers by giv- 
ing the combined company more bar- 
gaining clout with artists, potentially 
reducing performers’ stakes in ticket 
sales and thus lowering ticket prices. 

The deal already has at least one 
prominent detractor, however. 

Bruce Springsteen, already furious 
with Ticketmaster for directing fans to 
a subsidiary selling tickets for above- 
face value, recently posted a statement 
on his Web site saying a deal with Live 
Nation could end up “returning us to a 
near-monopoly situation in music tick- 
eting.” 

Ticketmaster sells tickets for more 
than 80 percent of the major arenas 
and stadiums in the US., according 
to concert tracking firm Pollstar. Live 
Nation is the world’s No. 1 concert pro- 
moter and owns more than 140 venues. 
It has comprehensive deals to the tours 
of such artists as Madonna, Jay-Z, U2 
and Shakira—and recently developed 
its own ticketing service.

With the news that the New York Yankees’ Alex Rodriguez took ste- 
roids (and the photo of Olympic gold medalist Michael Phelps using 
a bong appearing a week prior), attention is back on performance- 
enhancing drugs, or, in Phelps’ case, happiness-enhancing ones.

to their calling plans, according to a report 
released Tuesday by the Citizens Utility 
Board. 

“Barraged by confusing and overpriced 
plans, aggressive sales tactics, and 
incomprehensible bills, most consumers 
find it nearly impossible to make the right 
choices for their phone service,” the CUB 
report said. 

CUB said “simple changes” to phone 
bills could net $1.5 billion in total savings 
state-wide in the first year, equivalent to 
14 percent of Illinois’ total individual income 
tax revenues in 2008. After the first year, 
annual savings would be $1.4 billion. 

The group’s analysis of local service 
stems from two years of data from AT&T, 
as it did not have comparable data for 
Verizon and other phone companies. CUB 
said most consumers could save an average 
of $187.15 per year by eschewing AT&T's 
all-you-can-eat landline packages in favor 
of stripped-down Consumer’s Choice 
plans, whose rates are frozen through 
2011. The basic Consumer’s Choice plan 
costs between $3.05 and $9.50 a month 
depending on geography, and offers 30 local 
calls to destinations up to 15 miles from the 
customer’s home. 

As for wireless service, CUB said its 
Cellphone Saver analyzed 5,140 bills 
between mid-August and mid-January 
and recommended cost-savings tips for 
3,949 bills. Of those bills, consumers were 
overpaying for wireless service by $25.69 a 
month and letting an average of 420 peak 
minutes go unused, the report said.

But all along, Peterson and his attorney, Joel 
Brodsky, have insisted the couple’s relationship was no hoax. 
Raines is at least Peterson’s sixth fiance. He’s been married four times. 
His current wife, Stacy, disappeared in October 2007 and Peterson is the 
sole suspect in her case. His third wife, Kathleen Savio, was found dead in an 
empty bathtub in 2004.

Road sign of the times— 
Confusion or convenience? 


Alan Kuska was tooling down Roberts Road 
in the southwest suburbs when he noticed a 
new, completely baffling road sign. 

W732? What does that mean? 

It turns out the sign is part of a new 
program by Cook County to put in 1,300 
route markers that have the sole purpose of 
letting drivers know they are ona road owned 
and maintained by the county. 

The message behind the signs isn’t at 
all clear to motorists, who are paying for 
them—an estimated $120,000 over two 
years—through motor fuel taxes. 

County officials say they are posting the 
signs “as a public service.” 

But the route numbers do not correspond 
to state routes or U.S. highways. Instead, 
the alpha-numeric designations are used 
internally by the Cook County Highway 
Department. They have no meaning to the 
public. 

The signs are posted at about 1-mile 
intervals, and at the beginning and end of 
routes, on the 1,500-mile network of county- 
maintained roads, said Rupert Graham, 
superintendent of the county highway 
department. 

Neither the Federal Highway 
Administration nor the Illinois Department 
of Transportation requires such signage. 

“The signs may not mean anything to the 
public, but we are informing the public that 
these are county roads,” Graham said. 

On Tuesday, county commissioners gave 
preliminary approval to a nearly $3 billion 
budget after approving a series of cuts to

Board President Todd Stroger’s spending 
proposal. 

The route markers represent the emerging 
standard for highway departments around the 
country, said Chris Geovanis, a spokeswoman 
for the county. 

“We are not technically required by law to 
put them up. The thinking is that, with no 
signage, there virtually is no way for people to 
know who to contact if they hit a big pothole 
or skid on some black ice and need to report 
unsafe conditions,” Geovanis said. 

Drivers remain skeptical. 

“I wonder why it’s needed in days of budget 
shortfalls,” said Richard Smith of Tinley 
Park. “These signs don’t serve a purpose to 
the motoring public, and they surely weren't 
cheap to produce and install.”

WASHINGTON All-Star shortstop 
Miguel Tejada has been charged 
with lying to Congress about ste- 
roids, the latest baseball player to 
get caught up in an extensive web of 
cheating and juicing that has stained 
the sport. 

Tejada is scheduled to appear 
in court Wednesday where he is 
expected to plead guilty. The charges 
against Tejada, who currently plays 
for the Houston Astros, were 
outlined in documents filed in 
Washington federal court Tuesday. 

The documents indicate that a 
plea agreement has been reached 
with Tejada, who won the 2002 
American League Most Valuable 
Player award while playing for the 
Oakland Athletics and is a five- 
time All-Star. The court papers 
were filed a day after superstar Alex 
Rodriguez acknowledged past use of 
performance-enhancing drugs. The 
New York Yankees third baseman 
does not face charges. 

The FBI also is investigating 
whether Roger Clemens, a seven- 
time Cy Young winner, lied to 
Congress last year when he denied 
using steroids or human growth 
hormone. Clemens and Rodriguez 
top a list of big name, drug-tainted 
stars, including Barry Bonds, Mark 
McGwire and Jose Canseco, whose 
actions cast doubt on their on-field

Tejada faces as much as a year in 
jail if convicted on the misdemeanor 
charge of making misrepresentations 
to Congress. Under federal 
guidelines, he would probably receive 
a lighter sentence.

going, their next album may be even more cel- 
ebratory. Ever since the bouncy “You, Me and 
the Bourgeoisie” became the soundtrack to a 
series of iPhone commercials, Dragonetti and 
Hazard have found themselves on the road vir- 
tually nonstop, playing to ever larger audiences. 
Before a gig in their hometown of L.A., 
Hazard and Dragonetti talked about 
“Honeysuckle Weeks” and offered 
advice to other rock couples looking 
to make music together. 


The stereotype with artists is always that 
if you have lots of turmoil and strife, that 
makes for better music. But it almost 
seems like the opposite is true with you 
guys-—for this record, you were happily 
back together, but I think it might be even 
better than “Declare a New State.” 

Blake Hazard: Well, I don’t think there’s 
any total lack of turmoil and strife. [Both 
laugh} 

John Dragonetti: Yeah, it’s not a perpetual 
honeymoon with us. So yeah, it wasn’t 
always an easy record to work on. 

BH: But we had alot more fun this time. 


So what's the biggest thing you disagreed 
over when you were working on this record? 
JD: We didn’t have too many disagree- 
ments, really. I think there’s just a natural 
tug and pull along the way when you’re 
working on something creative. You 
could get caught up in getting rid of 

that sample there or changing that word 
here—it’s all kind of petty stuff, really. 
BH: Yeah ... or someone’s reaction to hav- 
ing to record the 29th vocal take. 

JD: You're always trying to learn how to 
work together. 

BH: Well, I think it’s good not to settle 
into any pattern, anyway. 
As soon as things get too 
easy, they're probably 
not any good any- 

more. 


You guys have a home studio, right? What’s 
the setting like? 

JD: It’s got a nice little yard and there’s 

a converted garage in the back of the 
house. 

BH: You walk through the yard to get to 
the studio. 

JD: Yeah, it’s been great. We used to work 
ina closet, basically. 

BH: Where there was nowhere to sit 
down, even. Now you can sit down! 


There’s a lot of gardening and plant imagery 
on this album. Are you guys avid gardeners? 
JD: I wish. 

BH: Yeah, we'd love to be. The yard could 
use some work. But hanging out in the 
garden under the trees outside our studio 
definitely had an impact on our songwrit- 
ing. It’s also [from] being really invested 
and interested in the green movement— 
having that really on our minds. 


Do you have any advice to pass along to 
young couples who want to start a band 
together? 
JD: I think the challenge is, basically, you 
have these two relationships going on. 
There’s a relationship with your band- 
mate and then there’s your real-life rela- 
tionship. So if you can have some sort of 
separation ... you 
. know, actually, I 
don’t have any 
\ advice. I think 
everybody’s 


{situation} is different. 

BH: I think we’re trying to figure it out. 
I do think touring takes a toll on your 
relationship, and I think you really have 
to work to make sure you're keeping it 
together. But when it gets down to it, 
it’s actually pretty great and fun to get 
to travel together. We've had incred- 
ible adventures through Europe playing 
music, and those moments you have 
along the way make it all worthwhile. I 
would recommend it to any couple, sure, 
if they’re interested in playing music 
together. 


There do seem to be a lot of other couple 
bands out there these days: Mates of State... 
BH: Viva Voce, Sonic Youth. 


J.Lo and Marc Anthony. 

BH: There you go! They have their own 
staffs to keep them happy. 

JD: They have their own buses. That’s my 
advice: You should each have your own 
bus. 

BH: Someone, with zero irony, not joking 
at all, last night suggested to us that we 
get separate hotel rooms when we tour. 
And that cracked me up completely. 
Aside from it just being completely 
expensive, that would be kind of sad. I 
think there are a lot of great things about 
touring together. 


And you save a ton of money on long-dis- 
tance calls. 
BH: That’s true. 
JD: It’s economical, for sure.

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Sweet wines 
for Valentine’s 


For those of you looking to really impress your significant other this 
Valentine’s Day weekend, there are few things more indulgent than 
a decadent dessert paired with a sweet wine. With the plethora of 
dessert wine styles available, it may sound daunting to hone in on 
the right pairing, but these two easy-to-follow guidelines should 
make things easier for you: Coordinate the color of the dessert with 
the color of the wine, and make sure the wine is just as sweet as the 
dessert— otherwise your wine will taste tart and sour. Here are a few 
suggestions to get your taste buds and heart racing. ALPANASINGHIS THE 
DIRECTOR OF WINE AND SPIRITS FOR LETTUCE ENTERTAIN YOU ENTERPRISES AND HOST OF

Golden-colored fruit-based tarts, pies and pastries pair well with 
straw-colored dessert wines such as Moscato d’Asti, a slightly spar- 
kling, light and refreshing dessert wine with flavors of peaches and 
apricots from Northwestern Italy. 

Try: 2008 Saracco Moscato d'Asti, $15 


Rich custard-based desserts such as creme brulee and flan require 
a golden-colored dessert wine with more weight and texture such 
as Sauternes, a late harvest wine with flavors of dried apricots and 
honey made from Semillon and sauvignon blanc grapes grown in the 
Bordeaux region of France. 

Try: 2003 Chateau Doisy Vedrines Sauternes, $18 G75 ML) 


Biscotti and amaretti cookies are traditionally paired with the 
burnt orange-colored Vin Santo, or “holy wine” from Tuscany. Vin 
Santo is made from dried grapes, and with barrel aging the wine 
takes on an almond-hazelnut-like flavor, perfect for dipping similarly 
flavored cookies. 

Try: NV Villa Puccini Vin Santo, $15 (500 ML) 


Toffee-, coffee-, nut- and caramel-based desserts 
are fantastic with nutty, amber-colored wines such 
as tawny ports. Tawny ports spend additional time 
in cask, giving the wine a distinct amber hue and 
characteristic nutty-caramel flavor. 

Try: Taylor Fladgate 10 Year Tawny Port, $28 


Ruby ports spend less time in cask and are 
therefore more maroon in color. With fla- 
vors of dried cherries, raisins and figs, ruby 
ports are a great match for dark, chocolate- 
based desserts such as truffles, molten and 
flourless chocolate cake. 

Try: Warre’s Warrior Special Reserve Port, 
$18 


Another great pairing for chocolate is 
Banyuls, a fortified dessert wine from the 
southeastern part of France. Banyuls is 
similar to port in style but lower in alcohol 
and more delicate in nature, making it a 
better pairing with milk chocolate des- 
serts. 

Try: 1996 — Domaine du Mas Blane Dr 
Parce Banyuls Vieilles Vignes, $38
